To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Rowe,  in  the  County  of 
Franklin .  Greeting : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby 
directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town,  qualified  to  vote 
in  elections  and  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Rowe,  on 
Monday  the  First  day  of  February  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then 
and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles: — 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting  and  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  2.    To  hear  the  report  of  the  Town  Officers,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  3.    To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen  as  regards  any 
surplus,  and  make  appropriation  of  same. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  by  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in 
anticipation  of  the  Revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1937, 
and  to  issue  note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew 
such  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in 
accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws;  any  debts  or  debt, 
incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  the  Revenue  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1937. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  and  appropriate  $1500  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Zoar  Road,  Chapter  90,  said  money  to  be  used  in  con- 
junction with  any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  State  or  County,  or  both, 
for  this  purpose,  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

Art.  6.  Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  $1500  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  Zoar  Road,  said  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any 
money,  which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County,  or  both  for  Chapter 
90. 
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Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1640.00 
for  the  improvement  of  all  Town  Highways  under  Chapter  81.  Said  money 
to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  the 
Commonwealth  for  this  purpose,  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

Art.  7.  VOTED  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1640.00  for  the  improvement  of  all  the  highways  in  this  town,  said  money  to 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  monies  by  State,  or  County  for  this  purpose. 

Art.  8.    To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  a  salary  to  the  School  Committee. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  wishes  to  take  upon  a  petition  of 
one  William  Arms  that  a  better  highway  be  provided  to  reach  his  domicile 
located  now  off  any  Town  Highway  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  date  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  from  February  First  Monday,  to  March  First  Monday? 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Road  to  the  house  of 
one  Howard  Sibley  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  according  to  vote  of  the 
town  date  of  February  3rd,  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  laying  out  of  said  highway  to  premises  of  said  Sibley,  or  take 
any  action  thereto.

Report  of  Agent  of  Board  of  Health 

TOWN  OF  ROWE 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  agent  of  the  Board  of  Health  of 
Rowe. 

The  Town  of  Rowe  became  a  part  of  the  Franklin  County  Health 
District  when  the  Board  of  Health  appointed  Walter  W.  Lee,  M.  D.,  Agent, 
and  Paul  Doneilo,  Milk  Inspector.  Thus  all  the  facilities  of  the  Franklin 
County  Health  District  became  available  to  the  town  of  Rowe. 

There  were  fifteen  cases  of  measles  and  one  of  mumps  reported  during 
the  year. 

A  list  of  children  living  in  the  town  and  born  since  1929  has  been 
compiled.  Letters  are  sent  to  the  parents  of  these  children  as  they  become 
six  months  of  age,  or  as  soon  as  possible  after,  urging  the  parents  to  have 
them  immunized  against  diphtheria.  According  to  our  records,  out  of  a 
total  of  eighteen  children  born  since  1929,  eight  have  not  been  immunized. 
An  effort  should  be  made  in  1937  to  have  as  many  of  these  children  immun- 
ized as  possible. 

Miss  Juliet  A.  Whitteker,  Consultant  in  Public  Health  Nursing,  assisted 
the  local  nurse  at  the  Well  Child  Conference  and  at  the  annual  school 
physical  examinations.  She  tested  the  hearing  of  the  school  children 
above  the  second  grade  with  the  audiometer.  She  and  Miss  Lois  Terwilliger 
spoke  at  the  P.  T.  A.  meeting,  where  they  discussed  the  work  of  the  Well 
Child  Conference  and  dental  findings  of  the  dental  hygienist. 

Miss  Lois  Terwilliger,  Dental  Hygienist  for  the  Franklin  County 
Health  District,  inspected  the  teeth  of  the  children  brought  to  the  Well 
Child  Conference.  She  also  examined  the  teeth  of  thirty-seven  school  child- 
ren and  found 

32  children  had  96  defects  in  permanent  teeth 

15  children  had  37  defects  in  deciduous  or  first  teeth 

14  children  had  23  abscessed  teeth  needing  extraction 
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Parents  of  these  children  are  urged  to  have  these  dental  defects  corrected  as 
soon  as  possible  by  the  family  dentist.  Where  necessary  she  will  make 
home  visits  to  meet  and  talk  personally  with  the  parents,  in  an  effort  to  show 
them  the  need  for  such  corrections. 

Mr.  Paul  Doneilo  made  a  sanitary  inspection  of  the  town  and  found 
all  milk  producers  meeting  the  requirements  necessary  to  produce  a  clean 
wholesome  milk. 

The  milk  as  examined  at  the  laboratory  of  the  Franklin  County  Health 
District  showed  the  following  results:  Butter  Fat — 5.45  per  cent;  Bacteria 
standard  plate  count — 6,000. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  for  the 
examination  of  private  water  supply  and  milk  producers  without  cost,  upon 
their  request.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Rowe: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  schools  of  Rowe  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1936. 

In  the  past  few  years  people  have  experienced  the  heights  of  material 
prosperity  and  the  depths  of  depression,  yet  while  the  evil  effects  will  in 
many  communities  be  felt  for  a  long  time,  even  in  more  prosperous  times,  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  our  community  and  school  system  may  not  be  seriously 
affected  by  any  of  these  underlying  conditions.  From  the  standpoint  of  our 
public  schools,  we  do  feel  concerned  over  the  attitude  toward  honest  labor 
and  those  attributes  pertaining  to  the  growth  of  moral  character,  as  the 
development  of  repect  for  thrift,  economy,  labor,  and  the  finer  qualities  of 
life.  Influences  are  constantly  confronting  our  youth  today  which  were 
unknown  a  few  years  ago,  as  the  elaborate  and  expensive  forms  of  advertis- 
ing by  billboards,  press,  radio,  and  the  motion  pictures.  Much  of  this  is 
worth  while,  but  more  than  ever  before  education  must  be  prepared  to 
combat  the  spread  of  evil  and  harmful  influences  emanating  from  these 
agencies.  More  than  ever  must  our  schools  train  for  good  citizenship  since 
the  character  of  our  communities  is  eventually  determined  by  the  character 
of  our  schools.  Taxpayers  may  not  always  realize  that  with  their  contribu- 
tion for  school  support  they  are  giving  more  than  money  alone,  they  are 
perhaps  indirectly  determining  the  intellectual  plane  and  kind  of  community 
which  children  of  today  may  establish  for  the  next  generation.  Social 
hygienists  stress  the  thought  that  to  a  degree  we  impart  something  of  our- 
selves, something  characteristic,  to  those  with  whom  we  associate.  The 
specific  contribution  of  a  teacher  to  the  education  of  each,  child  is  therefore 
subtle  and  immeasurable.  Wide  is  the  range  of  influences  that  promote  the 
educational  development  of  children  in  a  teacher's  care.  Children  readily 
sense  positiveness  of  nature,  or  the  lack  of  it,  self  possession,  poise,  cheerful- 
ness, appropriateness  of  dress,  and  ability  in  interpreting  school  activities 
and  in  discovering  individual  differences  among  them. 

The  year  1937  is  to  be  observed  as  a  centennial  year  to  honor  the  mem- 
ory of  Horace  Mann.  He  was  born  in  Franklin,  Massachusetts  1796. 
After  graduating  from  Brown  University  and  serving  several  years  in  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives  and  Senate,  he  became  the  first 
secretary  of  the  first  state  board  of  education.  In  this  post,  he  helped  lay 
the  foundation  of  the  free  public  school  system  of  America.  He  has  left 
us  many  quotations,  among  which  are:  "If  ever  there  be  a  cause,  if  ever 
there  can  be  a  cause  worthy  to  be  upheld  by  all  the  toil  or  sacrifice  that  the 
human  heart  can  endure,  it  is  the  cause  of  education."  "Had  I  the 
power,  I  would  scatter  libraries  over  the  whole  land  as  the  sower  sows  his 
wheatfield."    "The  property  of  this  Commonwealth  is  pledged  for  the 
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education  of  all  its  youth,  up  to  such  a  point  as  will  save  them  from  poverty 
and  vice,  and  prepare  them  for  the  adequate  performance  of  their  social  and 
civil  duties."  "The  common  school  is  the  greatest  discovery  ever  made  by 
man." 

The  pupils  of  Rowe  and  Heath  met  at  the  Branch  School  grounds  in 
Heath  in  May  to  observe  a  joint  health  day  program.  The  assistant  state 
director  of  physical  education,  Miss  Porter,  the  director  of  physical  educa- 
tion of  North  Adams  State  Teachers  College,  Miss  Weston,  and  several  of 
the  college  undergraduates  assisted  our  teachers  in  giving  a  fine  demonstra- 
tion of  the  value  of  games  as  a  medium  in  physical  training. 

In  conducting  physical  examinations  this  year,  a  program  was  arranged 
to  include  not  only  the  school  physician  and  nurse,  but  also  a  dental  hygien- 
ist,  and  county  nutritionist.  An  invitation  was  extended  to  parents  that 
they  might  meet  the  health  workers  and  discuss  first  hand  factual  evidence 
of  health  conditions  of  their  children.  Most  interesting  and  successful 
meetings  were  held  in  every  instance.  Children's  health  determines  largely 
the  character  of  the  school  work  they  do.  The  basis  of  the  underlying 
philosophy  of  health  is  the  kind  of  living  they  enjoy — mentally,  emotionally, 
physically,  and  socially,  at  home,  at  school,  and  in  the  community. 

Prevention  is  better  than  a  cure.  If  people  troubled  with  poor  hearing 
had  been  discovered  and  treated  in  time,  about  75  per  cent  of  those  deafened 
might  never  have  lost  their  hearing.  The  average  person  pays  little  atten- 
tion to  earaches,  slight  ear  discharges,  or  difficult  hearing.  When  later  this 
lack  of  hearing  is  finally  noticed  the  damage  may  be  irreparable.  It  is  in  the 
early  years  of  life  that  ear  troubles  often  originate.  We  have  been  especially 
fortunate  in  having  the  use  of  a  4-A  state  owned  audiometer  for  the  hearing 
tests  this  fall.  These  were  given  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Juliet  Whitte- 
ker,  assisted  by  Miss  Reed.  Nearly  every  child  in  the  school  union  has  been 
examined  and  several  cases  of  poor  hearing  were  detected  and  reported  to 
parents. 

Since  September  we  have  had  the  services  of  Mrs.  Pearle  Mills  as  music 
supervisor,  and  her  work  is  being  received  with  enthusiasm.  It  is  important 
in  this  musical  age  that  children  be  started  in  the  primary  grades.  Music 
is  known  as  a  universal  language,  comprehensive  to  all  people  because  it  is 
a  medium  expressing  feeling,  color,  quality,  and  varying  shades  of  emotion. 
The  foundation  and  rudimentary  training  in  music  obtained  early  in  child- 
hood continues  and  grows  with  one,  and  may  lead  to  rich  life  experiences. 

Following  will  be  found  the  report  of  the  school  nurse  and  school  physi- 
cian for  the  past  year. 

Concluding,  I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  in  carrying  forward 
school  activities  in  the  past  year  and  for  your  continued  cooperation  in 
working  for  the  children  of  Rowe.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


January  8,  1937. 

To  the  School  Committee,  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rowe: — 

I  submit  my  annual  report  as  School  Nurse  of  the  Town  of  Rowe. 

We  tried  to  make  our  school  physical  examination  this  year  more 
complete  so  as  to  be  of  greater  service  to  both  pupils  and  parents.  Tn 
addition  to  Dr.  Mathews  and  myself  Miss  Whitteker,  consultant  nurse  with 
the  Franklin  County  Health  District,  Greenfield,  came  to  weigh  and  measure 
the  children,  Miss  Lois  Terwilliger,  dental  hygienist  with  the  district,  to 
examine  the  teeth  and  Miss  Vesta  Patch  from  the  Extension  Service  checked 
on  nutrition.  An  effort  was  made  to  see  each  parent  personally  and  invite 
them  to  be  present.  Thirty-seven  children  were  examined  with  twelve 
mothers  present  and  the  following  defects  were  found:  vision  2;  teeth  35; 
hearing  2  and  throats  10.  At  this  writing  ten  children  have  already  visited 
the  dentist  and  one  ear  defect  has  been  attended  to. 

Miss  Whitteker,  Mr.  Lane  and  myself  spent  one  morning  in  the  schools 
examining  the  children's  hearing  with  the  state-owned  audiometer.  This  is 
a  decided  improvement  over  our  old  method  of  testing  by  the  whispered 
word. 

A  pre-school  conference  was  held  in  June  with  Dr.  Mary  Snook  from 
Chesterfield  as  the  examining  pediatrician.  At  this  time  six  children  were 
also  given  the  toxoid  treatment  for  diphtheria. 

Last  year  the  Junior  Red  Cross  in  the  Village  school  made  Easter  greet- 
ing cards  for  the  blind,  sent  fruit  to  four  families  in  which  there  was  illness, 
and  four  plants  were  sent  to  shut-ins.  This  year  they  have  contributed  two 
dollars  to  the  Red  Cross  and  sent  a  book  to  an  accident  victim.

Contact  with  mothers  by  the  Red  Cross  Nurse  has  brought  the  pre- 
school children  to  our  attention  and  much  has  been  done  to  have  these 
children  free  from  physical  defects,  when  they  are  old  enough  to  attend 
school. 

We  have  had  a  few  scattered  cases  of  contagion  but  nothing  serious. 

It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  belong  to  a  Health  Unit;  and  have  at  our 
command,  an  able  man  like  Dr.  Lee  to  help  us  at  these  times.  I  hope  the 
Town  of  Rowe  will  continue  in  this  Unit. 

We  hope  to  make  steady  improvement  each  year  and  in  time  be  able 
to  eradicate  all  major  physical  defects  such  as  bad  teeth  and  tonsils,  for 
eyes,  under  nourishment  and  skin  diseases. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  Rowe  for  their  hearty  cooperation  in  our 
health  work.

Annual  Report  of  Agent,  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  of  Health  appointed  Walter  W.  Lee,  M.  D.,  agent  and  Paul 
Doneilo  Milk  Inspector  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Diphtheria  immunization  was  not  done  in  the  town  of  Rowe  this  year 
because  there  were  only  six  children  under  six  years  of  age  that  were  not 
protected.  This  work  should  certainly  be  done  in  1938. 

Letters  are  mailed  to  parents  when  the  babies  reach  six  months  of  age 
urging  that  they  be  immunized  by  the  family  physician.  It  is  gratifying  to 
see  how  many  parents  are  doing  this  now.  It  is  the  clever  thing  to  do,  for  in 
this  way  the  child  is  protected  during  infancy  when  incidence  and  mortality 
from  diphtheria  are  highest.  If  parents  wait  until  the  children  go  to  school 
most  of  the  reason  for  immunization  has  passed. 

The  tuberculin  test  was  offered  to  children  over  six  months  of  age  and 
twenty-eight  were  tested.  Those  which  reacted  positively  were  taken  to 
Charlemont  on  November  29th  for  X-ray.  Those  positive  to  X-ray  will  be 
given  a  physical  examination  by  a  physician  from  the  State  Department  of 
Health.  This  work  will  be  done  every  three  years. 

The  Unitarian  Camp  in  Rowe  center  was  inspected  again  this  year  and 
found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

There  are  no  large  dairies  selling  milk  in  town  but  samples  have  been 
taken  from  two  dairies  which  sell  two  or  three  quarts  daily  and  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Rowe : 

Herewith,  I  submit  a  report  of  the  schools  of  Rowe  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1937. 

Perhaps  in  the  history  of  our  country,  there  has  been  no  more  wide 
spread  public  discussion  of  the  importance  and  need  of  better  training  for 
citizenship  in  our  public  schools  than  has  occurred  within  the  last  few  years. 
Public  opinion  refers  constantly  to  better  citizenship  and  school  training  as 
means  of  solving  some  of  the  ills  of  the  times.  The  school  curriculum  and 
teachings  are  undergoing  a  constant  scrutiny.  The  training  of  youth  should 
be  complete,  and  without  government  interference  or  censorship.  We 
should  continue  to  have  free  speech  on  controversial  questions,  research 
under  teacher  direction  to  study  facts,  reforms,  and  philosophies  of  govern- 
ment without  any  indoctrination.  Our  standards  of  living  are  high  in  com- 
parison with  other  countries.  We  have  more  and  better  food,  clothing,  homes, 
radios,  automobiles,  enjoy  more  freedom,  leisure,  travel,  and  more  education- 
al opportunities  than  the  rest  of  the  world.  The  cry  of  society  seems  to  be  for 
intelligent  leadership,  an  intelligent  participation  in  the  life  of  which  we  are 
a  part,  and  clearer  social  understanding.  We  must  try  to  see  the  relationship 
of  the  learning  activities  in  developing  the  whole  child,  to  see  the  importance 
of  integrating  all  purposeful  programs  in  attempts  to  analyze  the  social 
and  economic  situations  as  related  to  the  meaning  of  democracy  and  the 
various  aspects  of  life.  The  primary  aim  of  education  is  to  develop  intelligent 
citizens  who  are  to  play  a  constructive  part  in  the  social  and  economic  life  of 
their  communities.

The  general,  or  characteristic  enrollment  for 
Massachusetts  indicates  a  decrease  in  membership  for  elementary  pupils  for 
the  last  few  years. 

After  a  number  of  years  of  faithful  service  in  the  schools  of  Rowe,  Mrs. 
Mary  Dennis  resigned  early  in  1937,  and  Mrs.  Jessie  Sibley  resigned  in 
June  1937.  Miss  Sylvia  Penti,  of  Carver,  Massachusetts,  a  graduate  of 
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Bridgewater  Teachers  College  was  appointed  for  the  East  School.  Miss 
Rena  Batchelder,  of  Claremont,  New  Hampshire,  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Normal  School  was  appointed  for  the  Village  School. 

The  work  of  our  pupils  as  revealed  from  standardized  tests  is  average, 
and  in  many  cases  higher  than  the  average,  or  median  for  pupils  as  given  in 
these  tests.  In  the  majority  of  cases  pupil  progress  has  been  very  satisfactory. 
The  excellent  work  of  our  boys  and  girls  in  the  high  schools  of  Drury, 
Charlemont,  Clinton,  and  Shelburne  Falls  speaks  for  itself  and  at  the  same 
time  reflects  credit  on  the  excellence  of  work  done  in  the  Rowe  elementary 
schools. 

Mrs.  Pearl  Mills  is  for  a  second  year  serving  as  music  supervisor. 
Responses  from  the  children  have  been  encouraging  in  most  cases.  Following 
much  rote  study  children  are  learning  to  read  notes  and  attempting  easy 
two  part  music.  It  would  be  possible,  if  radios  were  available  at  schools  to 
study  music  appreciation  from  the  Damrosch  hour  presented  largely  for 
school  children. 

The  public  health  nurse,  Miss  Carolyne  Reed,  has  been  conducting  a 
class  of  upper  grade  girls  in  personal  health  and  home  hygiene.  This  is  a  very 
practical  course  in  as  much  as  its  teachings  apply  closely  to  daily  living  in 
all  homes.  Appreciation  is  felt  for  materials  given  and  loaned  to  make  this 
course  possible.  The  usual  health  examinations  and  periodic  check-ups  have 
been  carried  out.  For  further  details  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  school 
nurse  and  physician. 

The  state  agent  for  rural  education,  Mrs.  Florence  I.  Gay,  visited  our 
schools  October  20th.  She  made  observations  concerning  physical  condi- 
tions, and  noted  the  opportunity  for  uniting  the  schools  to  further  provide 
an  improved  graded  system  in  a  two  teacher  school.  She  called  attention  to 
a  state  wide  study  now  being  made  of  schools  situated  in  rural  communities 
for  possible  improvement  of  heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  sanitary  facilities, 
and  play-ground  equipment. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  of  citizens,  school 
committee,  and  teachers,  and  all  who  have  given  services  for  the  welfare 
and  betterment  of  the  schools  of  Rowe  during  the  year.

Dear  Mr.  Lane: 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  school  nurse  for  the  year  January  1st, 
1937  to  December  31st,  1937. 

Twelve  visits  were  made  for  group  inspection  and  two  hundred  and 
sixteen  individual  inspections  made.  Five  sanitary  inspections  and  eight 
classroom  talks  were  given. 

The  nurse  assisted  the  doctor  with  thirty-four  health  examinations  at 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  Seven  mothers  were  present. 

During  November  the  parents  were  given  an  opportunity  to  have  their 
preschool  and  school  children  given  the  tuberculin  test  by  Dr.  Walter  Lee, 
district  health  officer.  Two  children  showed  a  positive  reaction  and  were 
taken  to  Charlemont  for  a  chest  X-ray.  One  of  the  children  was'later  given 
a  chest  examination  and  will  be  followed  yearly  while  he  remains  in  school. 

Early  in  the  present  school  year  a  class  in  Home  Hygiene  and  Care  of 
the  Sick  was  started  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  girls.  The  class  meets 
on  Friday  afternoon  in  the  town  hall. 

Seventeen  home  visits  were  made  for  the  correction  of  defects  and  ten 
trips  with  children  for  the  doctor,  dentist  or  eye  specialist. 

In  May  appropriate  Child  Health  Day  Exercises  were  held  at  the  town 

hall.

Routine  Examinations  were  done  last  year  and  improved  health  was 
noted. 

We  have  held  the  Pre-School  Clinics  with  good  results. 

Prophylaxis  against  diphtheria  and  the  Tuberculin  Test  have  been  done; 
and  this  prevention  is  the  best  protection  we  can  get  to  prevent  disease. 

Diphtheria  and  Small  Pox  which  were  formerly  dreaded  diseases  and 
fairly  frequent  have  become  practically  unknown  diseases  among  us,  wholly 
because  of  our  prevention.  Pre-School  Clinics  are  our  most  valuable  asset  in 
overcoming  these  scourges. 

The  people  of  Rowe  have  cooperated  nicely  in  all  our  endeavors  to 
improve  and  protect  the  Health  of  the  Community.  I  wish  to  thank  you  all 
for  this  cooperation.

Annual  Report  of  Agent  of  Board  of 
Health  and  Milk  Inspector 


Following  the  town  meeting  in  1938,  Walter  W.  Lee,  M.  Dv  State 
District  Health  Officer,  was  reappointed  Agent  for  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Mr.  Paul  Doneilo,  Sanitary  Officer  of  the  Franklin  County  Health  District, 


The  children  in  the  town  of  Rowe  were  offered  diphtheria  immunization 
again  this  year,  six  children  in  all  being  done — one  under  1  year;  two  between 
1  and  2  years;  and  three  between  2  and  3  years  of  age.  The  agent  gave  one 
of  the  three  doses  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  Mathews.  The  clinics  were  conducted 
by  Dr.  Mathews  and  Mrs.  Carolyne  Reed. 

During  the  year  there  was  one  case  of  chicken  pox  and  one  case  of 
pneumonia  reported. 

One  well  was  examined,  several  samples  being  taken  and  found  to 
contain  a  much  larger  amount  of  lead  than  that  known  to  result  in  lead 
poisoning.  The  water  flowed  through  about  2000  feet  of  lead  pipe.  Field 
examination  showed  that  the  water  from  the  spring  was  highly  corrosive 
which  resulted  in  the  action  of  the  water  on  the  pipe  and  the  relatively  high 
content  of  lead  in  the  water.  This  examination  was  brought  about  because 
of  the  fact  that  at  least  one  of  the  people  using  this  water  was  suffering  from 
a  condition  diagnosed  as  lead  poisoning. 

Two  samples  of  milk  were  obtained,  one  from  each  of  two  dairies  and 
both  found  to  be  satisfactory.  One  bacteria  count  was  900  and  the  other 
45,000.  The  Massachusetts  legal  standard  for  raw  milk  is  not  over  400,000.

The  chemical  analyses  of  these  two  samples  showed  the  fat  to  be  4.65 
per  cent  and  4.75  per  cent.  The  legal  minimum  of  3.35  per  cent.  Total  solids 
were  13.82  per  cent  and  14.42  per  cent.  The  legal  requirement  is  not  under 
12.00  per  cent.  We  consider  these  two  dairies  satisfactory  sources  of  raw 
milk.  There  is  no  milk  pasteurized  in  the  town.

School  Committee 
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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Rowe: 

Herewith,  I  submit  a  report  of  the  schools  of  Rowe  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1938. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  term,  Mrs.  Mae  Carpenter  replaced 
Miss  Rena  Batchelder  as  teacher  at  the  Village  School.  The  graduation 
exercises  of  the  combined  schools,  with  an  excellent  program  under  the 
direction  of  the  teachers  and  music  supervisor,  were  held  at  the  Town  Hall 
early  in  June.  The  six  young  people  completing  the  eighth  grade  are  all 
attending  high  schools  in  other  towns. 

Miss  Sylvia  Penti  of  Carver,  Massachusetts,  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater 
State  Teachers  College,  and  Miss  Bertha  Ray,  of  Williamstown,  Massachu- 
setts, a  graduate  of  North  Adams  State  Teachers  College,  were  employed  as 
teachers  in  the  schools  of  Rowe  to  begin  the  Fall  term. 

Previous  to  opening  the  schools,  support  in  favor  of  centralizing  seemed 
favorable.  The  School  Board,  encouraged  by  what  appeared  to  be  a  reasonable 
plan  to  develop  better  school  conditions  for  the  children,  had  an  article  in 
the  warrant  at  a  special  town  meeting,  asking  for  a  W.  P.  A.  Project  for  a 
two-room  building  in  the  Village.  This  project  was  not  supported.  While 
plans  were  being  worked  out,  the  schools  were  centralized  temporarily  in 
two  rooms  with  four  grades  under  each  teacher.  Excellent  progress  was  made 
with  this  graded  plan,  even  in  this  short  time,  and  the  pupils  enjoyed  one  of 
the  most  interesting  periods  of  their  school  experience.  The  School  Board 
acted  in  good  faith,  working  only  for  the  best  interests  of  the  children,  but 
realizing  the  current  antagonism  toward  the  change  returned  to  the  old 
system  after  two  weeks.  There  are  now  eleven  pupils  in  one  school  and 
fourteen  in  the  other,  with  the  possibility  of  grades  one  to  eight  being  repre- 
sented in  each  school  and  in  certain  instances  having  only  one  or  two  pupils 
to  a  class.  The  loss  of  several  families  which  have  moved  from  town,  and  the 
fact  that  older  pupils  have  gone  to  higher  schools  of  learning  have  depleted 
our  school  enrolment  considerably  in  recent  years.  Statistics  show  that  there 
is  a  lessening  in  the  number  of  pupils  entering  the  primary  grades  throughout 
the  nation. 

Mrs.  Pearle  Mills,  of  Millers  Falls,  has  again  directed  music  in  our 
schools  during  the  year  with  very  good  results. 

The  Well  Child  Clinic  and  the  health  examinations  of  the  school  child- 
ren have  been  conducted  as  usual.  These  health  observations  especially 
those  of  the  pre-school  group  with  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  professional 
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advice,  are  particularly  valuable.  Last  fall  again  the  state  owned  audiometer 
was  used  for  the  discovery  of  cases  of  poor  hearing. 

On  September  twenty-first,  after  a  heavy  rain  storm  had  fallen  over 
New  England  for  several  days,  a  hurricane  which  moved  North  from  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  across  Long  Island  Sound  swept  over  Massachusetts.  This 
section  of  the  Commonwealth  suffered  largely  from  flood  waters.  Highways 
and  bridges  in  the  town  of  Rowe  were  either  washed  away  or  left  impassable. 
For  a  number  of  days  travel  conditions  were  very  difficult.  Nevertheless, 
little  if  any  damage  was  done  to  the  Rowe  school  houses.  The  school  yard  at 
the  East  School  was  badly  washed,  as  well  as  the  highway  nearby. 

In  May  1787,  at  Philadelphia,  fifty-five  men  gathered  in  convention. 
They  declared  themselves  free  of  autocracy.  They  had  fought  against 
dictators  and  harsh  rulers  to  establish  their  freedom.  Each  man  knew  that 
history  taught  that  no  man  with  great  political  power  may  be  depended 
upon,  that  a  single  man,  and  small  groups  of  men  become  corrupt  when 
entrusted  with  great  power.  To  prevent  this  curtailment  of  freedom  in 
America  our  constitution  was  written.  This  constitution  and  the  state 
constitution  are  studied  in  our  public  schools. 

Each  year  we  observe  that  more  and  more  throughout  the  world  there 
are  constant  encroachments  upon  the  democratic  states.  Our  system  of 
government  seems  to  be  exposed  to  perils.  We  observe  the  propaganda  of  the 
press  of  dictators  abroad,  we  observe  strange,  un-American  doctrines  within 
our  own  country,  and  a  lack  of  moral  integrity  in  high  places.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Education,  J.  W.  Studebaker  states,  "If  we  fail  to  meet  the 
crucial  issues  of  maintaining  a  democracy,  of  increasing  confidence  in  the 
value  of  self  government,  it  will  make  little  difference  what  we  do  about 
other  problems.  American  democracy  must  be  made  more  popular  by 

education  of  the  indifferent  To  create  the  fine  fabric  of  a  civilized, 

democratic  society  requires  the  sacrifices,  struggle,  and  patience  of  genera- 
tions of  human  beings.  To  destroy  it  takes  but  a  short  period  of  ruthless 
action.  Machine  guns  may  silence  the  most  courageous,  fires  may  destroy 
valuable  records  and  books  which  represent  the  most  patient  study  for  truth. 
Concentration  camps  may  isolate  the  most  critical  intelligence,  and  enforce 
uniformity  of  views."  His  general  conclusion  is  that  through  such  vital 
agencies  as  the  press  and  radio  there  must  be  more  education  as  to  what 
America  really  stands  for,  if  our  democracy  is  to  survive. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  assisted  in  any  way  in  carrying  forward  any 
programs  that  have  materially  assisted  in  the  betterment  of  the  schools.

Dear  Sir: 

This  is  my  tenth  annual  report.  We  ate  concentrating  this  year  on  the 
correction  of  dental  defects.  Dental  health  must  be  admitted  as  a  public 
health  responsibility  of  importance.  Fatal  cases  resulting  from  abscessed 
teeth  have  been  recorded.  Inflamed  and  enlarged  tonsils  usually  follow 
diseased  teeth.  Cancer  of  the  mouth  is  often  traced  to  the  irritation  of  badly 
broken  down  teeth. 

Tens  of  thousands  of  children  enter  our  first  grades  in  Massachusetts 
annually.  At  least  seventy-five  per  cent  of  these  children  are  found  to  have 
medical  or  dental  defects  needing  attention.  Let  us  look  at  our  own  schools. 
With  an  enrollment  of  twenty-tour  pupils  not  one  was  free  from  defects. 
All  but  one  needed  dental  care,  five  had  throat  defects  and  one  needed  glasses. 

The  Well  Child  Conference  for  children  from  six  months  to  school 
age  was  held  during  July  at  which  time  six  children  were  given  the  toxoid 
treatment  as  a  prevention  of  diphtheria,  and  two  children  were  vaccinated. 

Fifteen  days  were  spent  in  schools;  thirty  home  visits  were  made;  two 
meetings  were  attended;  one  child  was  taken  to  an  eye  specialist;  one  child 
was  taken  to  a  doctor's  office;  two  children  were  taken  to  a  chest  clinic;  one 
pupil  was  taken  to  a  Junior  Red  Cross  meeting  in  Salem;  nine  children 
were  taken  to  the  dentist;  two  children  were  taken  to  the  hospital  and  two 
children  were  taken  to  a  nose  and  throat  specialist. 

The  School  Committee  and  Board  of  Health  have  been  most  kind  in 
helping  with  health  problems.  I  appreciate  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers 
and  yourself  as  well.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  school  physician  for  the  Town 
of  Rowe. 

Our  annual  physical  examination  of  the  pupils  was  held  in  September. 
Each  year  improvements  are  noted. 

A  large  amount  of  work  is  done  each  year  by  Mrs.  Reed  in  clearing 
up  the  diseased  throat  condition. 

In  July  we  held  our  Pre-School-Child  Clinic  with  good  results.  This 
clinic  includes  advice  from  our  state  consultants,  immunization  against 
diphtheria  and  vaccination.  There  is  no  excuse  for  any  pupil  in  Rowe  to  be 
neglected  for  even  without  finances  we  may  get  results. 

I  have  found  the  Welfare  Board  of  Rowe  always  ready  and  willing  to 
cooperate  in  curing  any  defects  that  needed  immediate  attention.  The 
Selectmen  are  to  be  commended  for  their  willingness  and  interest  in  this 
matter. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents,  school  committee  and  all  who  have  helped 
us  in  the  prevention  of  disease.
